tion any movements of Lord WOLSELEY, and 
thet it would rescue GORDON alive, or avenge 


him dead.

EL MAHDIS MISSION. 
In the innumerable more or less unintelligent 
comments upon late events in the Soudan, far 
too much stress is laid upon the religious char- 
acter of EL Maun, by way of explaining the 
remarkable success of his career up to the 
present time. This explanation not only fails 
to explain, but is actually misleading as re- 
gards the most essential point of the situation. 
Ex Manni is unquestionably playing the part 
of Prophet,“ and thereby increases and intensi- 
fies his influence among the masses; but scores 
of fanatics have done the same in Mohamme- 
dan countries since the real Prophet of Islam 
vanished from the scene, without accomplish- 
ing anything of substantial importance. What 
EL Manp! has done or may do of such import- 
ance, is not as a religious leader so much asa 
political one. He combines the two and utilizes 
them both, but his greatest power lies in the 
fact that he represents the independence of his 
nation, and is recognized as the consecrated 
champion of the national cause in the struggle 
against foreign domination. It must be re- 
membered that the so-called “rebellion” in 
the Soudan broke out before England 
had decisively interfered in the affairs of 
Egypt; and was directed against, and inspired 
by, Egyptian tyranny—and nothing else. The 
Soudanese have always been restive under the 
yoke imposed by MenHemet ALI, and his suc- 
cessors have never held more of that vast region 
than the scattered Egyptian garrisons could 
cover. The rebellion would have occurred 
when and as it did if Egypt had remained un- 
disturbed by outside parties; if KHEDIVE 
IsMaIL, instead of the present British prophet, 
had continued to hold the reins of government. 

It is not, then, religious fanaticism alone, or 
even in larger part, which stimulates the bitter 
and bloody resistance of the Soudanese rebels. 
It is simply patriotism; love of freedom, hatred 
of oppression, firm resolve to be masters and 
not servants in the land which has been theirs 
for thousands of years. Ex Manni is merely 
the chief of a great popular uprising. He is, 
in the Soudan, what Aran Brey was in Egypt; 
only with this all-important difference in his 
favor: that the country he defends is by 
nature almost inaccessible to an invading 
army, and the men he leadsare heroes and not 
cowards, These men, whose unconquerable 
valor England is now testing to her cost, are 
not fighting for him, or for the faith symbol- 
ized by the green flag, but for their native soil, 
their homes and kindred, the gravesof their 
ancestors—for all they hold dear and sacred in 
the world. They are semi-barbarians, but they 
know enough to love the land that gave them 
birth, and to be willing to.die for it. They are 
heathen, but their patriotic instincts are not 
less fervent than thoseof Christians; and they 
are doing—barring the indiscriminate throat- 
cutting—precisely what brave Christians would 
do under similar circumstances. 

Such a people can never be permanently con- 
quered by any force that may be brought 
in a man or woman or child of them left. If 
EIL. Mann dies, some other leader will fill his 
place and the war go on as before. The sooner 
England recognizes the true character of the 
business in which she is engaged, the better for 
hr. The Soudan belonged to the Soudonese 
when England was more savage than the Sou- 
dan is to-day, and promises to be in the hands 
of the original owners when England has dis- 
appeared from the family of nations. 


seems to be commendable, and by no means 
premature. The telephone business is a char- 
tered monopoly that is evidently very profita- 
ble, and upon it rests the onus of prov- 
ing that its charges are not extor- 
tionate and its receipts not a huge 
multiple of the reasonable compensation 
to which it is entitled for its services. The bill 
in question limits the charge for telephones to a 
maximum of $3a month, where a single in- 
strument is rented, and to $2 50 each where 
more than one is used by the same individual, 
company or corporation. It also provides that 
not more than fifteen cents shall be charged for 
the first five minutes and five cents for each 
additional five minutes, where the telephone is 
used for conversation between two cities or vil- 
lages. This telephone service is a public ser- 
vice, enjoying a franchise which imposes on it 
the duty of serving the public at fair rates, and 
it is the duty of the Legislature to take care 
that the rates charged shall be reasonable. 


CuLLom's Inter-State Commerce bill has 
been improved somewhat with amendments 
and passed by the Senate, 48 to 12. It provides 
for nine Commissioners with salaries of $7,500 
each, and with clerks and travelling expenses, 
to remonstrate with the railroads, investigate 
their affairs and make reports to the Secretary 
of the Interior on the subject of inter-State 
transportation, reasonable rates and regula- 
tions and the proper remedies for such as may 
be deemed unreasonable. Most of the Senators 
who voted against this bill did so because they 
regard it as a do nothing” measure, an evas- 
ion of the question which it was the object of 
the Reagan bill to settle bylaw. They pre- 
ferred to extend by statute to inter-State com- 
merce the common law principles to which 
transportation within a State is now subject, 
and to enable aggrieved persons to enforce 
those principles in the United States Courts 
with adequate remedies. But the Cullom bill 
does pretend in a vague, cautious and feeble 
way to attack unreasonable charges and des- 
criminations. It provides for a commission 
which may exercise a restraining moral in- 
fluence over rallroads by publiely chiding them 
for wrong doing, and as it is the best measure 
that can be extorted from the railroad owners 
and attorneys of the present Senate, the House 
will probably pass it as better than nothing, 
though not what the representatives of the 
people wanted.

In view of these quali- 
fications, he has been selected from among the five 
hundred and odd thousand plebeians constituting the 
remaining population of St. Louis as alone worthy 
of the Berlin mission. The selection was made, we 
believe, by Sir Charles himself, and it is conse- 
quently unexceptionable. Sir Charles is a polished 
gentleman, fully versed in the art of producing that 
backward movement ofthe right foot and sim- 
ultaneous graceful curve of the spinal column 
requisite for the diplomatic court bow, He has also 
made an enviable record for never having been once 
guilty of the Chicago habit of cutting the butter 
with his own knife. An able author, his literary 
fame has been clouded only where others have 
made an unauthorized use of his nom de plume, 
“Fiat Justitia.” Questions of what Sir Charies has 
done for his country such as are put by the News 
are irrelevant, if not impertinent. It happens to 
thousands to be of service to the country, but only 
to few to be of service to Sir Charles Gibson.

His bulky figure, although erect, would 
not be chosen as a model for a type of greatness 
and dignity. His almost flabby face, covered with 
pockmark-like indentations, with a sensua! chin and 
mouth, and not relieved to any extent by a mus 
tache of almost the same Color as the skin, would 
be called vulgar were it not for a pair of very bright 
and kindly-looking gray eyes, and fora high fore- 
head and a head of rather liberal dimensions. He 
looks, indeed, less like an American than like a well- 
to-do member of the lower German nobility, whose 
principal business is to eat, drink and sleep well, 
besides looking after a large farm and à distillery.

Gordon and the beleaguered Egyptian garrisons. 

The money for the Egyptian campaign was voted 
on August 12th last, and immediately thereafter the 
work of the expedition was crowded forward with 
the utmost possible vigor. The command of the 
forces Was assigned to General Wolseley, and an 
army of 7,000 men was drafted off for the work. 
The objective point of the expedition was the city 
of Khartoum, atthe junction of the White and 
Bue Niles, about thirteen hundred miles up the 
river from the Nile Delta, and about four hundred 
miles across country from the port of Suakim, on 
the Red Sea. It was for some time a mooted point 
whether the army should go by way of the Nile or 
by Suakim. 

IT WAS WOLSELEY'S OWN DECISION 

to take the river route, chiefly because the country 
betweenSuakim and Berber is mountainous and dif- 
ficult, and full of passes, where an enemy acquaint- 
ei with the country would have all the 
advantages over an invading force, 
and besides the region was held by the most abie 
and determined of Mohammed Achmet's lieuten- 
ante, Osman Digna. So the Nile route was chosen 
and all the preparations forced, including the im- 
portation of a number of Canadian boatmen to do 
the portage work at the six cataracts. The English 
forces amounted to 7,000 men all told, and there was 
beside this an uncertain and variable Egyptian and 
Dongolese contingent which has never amounted to 
more than 10000 men, and which has at times 
smouuted to less than 2,000. How the troops 
reached Ambukol and Korti is ancient history. The 
cork was well done, a camel corps was improvised, 

awell opened base of supplies kept open, the 
Mudir of Dongola won to a strong alliance and every 

object of the expedition up to this point accom- 
pushed. 

At Korti the expedition divided. The Nile here 
makes a great bend and the distance across the 
Bayuda Desert to Shendy is about one-third of the 
river route, It was necessary to clear the river 
route for the safe withdrawal of the garrisons, and 
this work has been intrusted to General Earle, while 
the dash was made straight across to Stendy by 
General Stewart to relieve Khartoum as speedily as 
poss. ble, 

it must be remembered that the British Army in 
Ecypt was made up of drafts from more 
than twenty regiments, and as these bare 
preserved their regimental names, a great deal of 
confusion has ensued as to the force engaged ia the 
disasters about Khartoum. When Stewart left Korti 
he took with him the three divisions of the Camel 

Corps, 1,080 men in all; 90 men of the Nineteenth 
Husears; 400 mounted infantry; a Royal Artillery 
battery of 40 men; 30 Royal Engineers; 320 men of 
the Royal Sussex Regiment; 3 men of the Essex 
Regiment; 50 men of the Transport Corps and 50 

men of the Medical Staff Corps, in all about 2,000

that set the world ablaze in the days of the Callphs. 
It is certain, too, that Stewart was surprised at Abu 
Kea, for Lord Wolseley confidently predicted that 
he would meet no opposition until he got to Metem- 
neh on the Nile, and that the rebels would be dis- 
lodged there without any trouble. Allowing that the 
figures of the English loss at Abu Klea 
and in the subsequent fights between those wells 
and the Nile are not understated, the English force 
atthe river bank did not exceed 1,000 effective 
fighting men, while it may have been leas than that, 
asit was necessary to garrison Abu Kiea and 
Cubat. 

No one knows what the hordes of the Mahdi num- 
ber. It is certain that the fall of Khartoum will 
transform the desert into a camp. Mohammed 
Achmet was variously reported to have between 
between 20,000 and 60,000 men under arms about 
Khartoum and in the desert. Around Berber some 
10,000 more, backed by populous hostile 
tribes, the same that perpetrated the massacre of 
Col. Stewart and his party some time since. 

THE PRESTIGR OF THE BRITISH tsooPps 
held a great many of the wavering tribes neutral. 
Now that that prestige has been destroyed the dan- 
gerhas accumulated a thousand fold. The effect 
of the fall of Khartoum has even been felt menac- 
ingly as far north as Cairo, where the Mohamme- 
dan population openly rejoices over the disaster, 
and where ball cartridge had to be served out some 
days since to the troops when the news of the check 
at Abu Klea was received. South of Assouan the 
whole country of Nubia may be fairly believed to 
be full of enemies in the field anxious to join in the 
war ageinst the infidels, and a more menacing con- 
dition of affairs could not be easily imagined. 

The English troops at last accounts were divided 
Into three main parties, weakened by garrisons 
which were necessary in order to keep their com- 
munication open. Wolseley is at Korti with the 
main body, now about 8,000 fighting men. Wilson 
is on the Nile at the other side of the Boyuda desert, 
and Earle. with about 2,000 men, is, no one knows 
exactly where, between Abu Hamed and Berber.
